ESCAPED ASSASSINATION. 

Tellurlde, Col., March 28.—Former 
Adjutant General Bulkley Wells nar¬ 
rowly escaped assassination by dyna¬ 
mite at bis home early to-day. 


Toklo, March 28.—Marquis Ito, the 
Japanese resident general of Korea, 
will leave here for that country on 
April 2. He lunched with the Emperor 
*.nd afterwards called at the United 
States embassy, where he talked for 
a long time with Ambassador O’Brien. 

It is understood that his visit to Ko¬ 
rea is necessary In view of the death of 
the late Durham W. Stevens, advisor 
of the Korean council of state, who at 
ihe time he was assassinated In San 
Francisco was proceeding to Washing¬ 
ton to lay certain facts and documents 
with proposals before the United States 
government. 

Marquis Ito said to the Associated 
Press correspondent to-day: "I am re¬ 
turning to Korea determined to restore 
that country to a condition whereby 
the mass of the people can live protect¬ 
ed from extortion and corruption. I 
cannot Immediately change conditions 
which have existed for centuries, but 
I can already see some light ahead. I 
ahall miss Mr. Stevens, who was my 
fearlees assistant, when the difficulties 
of the situation are so tremendously in¬ 
creased by the agitation of the foreign 
and native adherents of the old re¬ 
gime,” 

A movement has been started by the 
Toklo Club to erect a national monu¬ 
ment to Mr. Stevens. The Marquis 
Inoul leads the list of subscriptions 
which already guarantee the success of 
the proposition. 


(Special to the Times). 

Vancouver, March 28.—The Board of 
Trade at a special meeting last night 
endorsed the petition of the B. C. lum¬ 
bermen asking the Dominion govern¬ 
ment to discontinue the enforcement of 
regulations which now compel the own¬ 
ers of timber licenses to cut a specified 
amount of lumber annually. 

The body also passed a resolution re¬ 
questing the Federal government to 
amend the Canadian coasting laws, 
placing them on the same basis as 
those of the United States, and protest¬ 
ed against the increased cartage 
charges of the C. P. R. and the Grand 
Trunk railways, of which no notice had 
been given to shippers, and requesting 
that in future sixty days notice be 
given. 

The board endorsed a recommenda¬ 
tion for the federal grant of one hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars to the Alaska- 
Yukon exposition. The matter of the 
imperial press service was left to a 
committee. 


The danger of allowing Chinese 
youths to attend the classes with white 
children was considered by the school 
board at a meeting held last night, 
when the board took action to expel 
from the schools Chan Wun King, it 
boy of sixteen, who has been employing 
his spare time in drawing obscene pic¬ 
tures in the exercise books of little 
white children. This action was taken 
on a report from the Rock Bay school, 
which had been investigated by Chair¬ 
man Jay and Trustee Staneland. Mr. Jay 
ut the time of the ihvestigatlon sus¬ 
pended Chan Wun King for a week and 
the board last night upheld his action 
and made the suspension permanent. 
One of the results of this occurrence la 
that the board will consider the separ¬ 
ation of the Chinese and white pupils. 

The King case was brought up by 
Chairman Jay, who told of the Investi¬ 
gation. conducted by himself and Trus¬ 
tee Staneland. following the receipt 
of complaint that some of the very 
young children of the Rock bay school 
were bringing home in their exercise 
books drawings of a most obscene 
character. One of these children was 
six and a half and another seven yearn 
old. Everything pointed to Chan Wun 
Kin as the guilty party and he later 
confessed to having drawn some of the 
pictures. He had accordingly suspend¬ 
ed him and the matter was now up to 
the board. At the present time there 
were 24 Chinese pupils on the roll in 
the room in which the trouble occur¬ 
red. six of whom he would Judge to be 
between 18 and 18 yearn of age. These 
youths were allowed to mix with chil¬ 
dren six and seven years old. The 
board was not bound by law to provide 
education for youths over sixteen. 

Trustee Staneland/Corroborated what 
Mr. Jay had said. He suggested the 
use of Rock bay school for Chinese 
only. It was a disgrace the way the 
well grown Chinese youths were al¬ 
lowed to mix with white children of 
tender years in the city schools. 

Trustee McNeil said he approved the 
action of the chairman In suspending 
Chan Wun King and would move that 
he be expelled from school for all time. 
Trustee Bishop seconded this resolu¬ 
tion, which carried unanimously. 

Trustee Christie suggested that a 
committee be appointed to invcstlgato 
the whole question of Chinese in the 
city schools. 

Trustee Staneland pressed for the 
adoption of his proposal for the sole use 
of Rock bay school by Chinese. The 
Chinese must be separated from the 
white pupils some time and he thought 
that now was the timb to do It. 

During the discussion Chairman Jay 
said that following the suspension of 
Chan Wun King other Chinese pupils 
had left the classes In the Rock bay 
school and he had received a letter 
from George A. Morphy acting on be¬ 
half of their parents on the subject. It 
appeared that the parents of these chil¬ 
dren had taken It for granted that Chi¬ 
nese were to be shut out of the schools 
altogether. He had told Mr. Morphy 
the circumstances of the case and ho- 
had advised the parents to send their 
children back to school. 

The matter dropped here but before 
the meeting Trustee Bishop had posted 
a notice saying: “I hereby give notice 
that at the next regular meeting of tho 
school board I will move that a com¬ 
mittee be appointed to consider ths ad¬ 
visability of a separate school for 
a 1 lens.” 

The whole matter is thus certain to 
come up again at the next meeting.

Resolutions Which Will Be 
Dealt With at Next 
Meeting. 


(Special Correspondence*. 

Ladysmith. March 27—So many warn¬ 
ings have been issued by sucessive 
councils in Ladysmith that they have 
come to be regarded merely as bluffs 
and vapouring*. It was all the bigger 
surprise, therefore, to some dozen citi¬ 
zens when to-day they received a blue 
paper summoning th«m to appear be¬ 
fore the local magistrates. The sum¬ 
monses were issued on two charges, the 
first that of keeping dogs without a li¬ 
cense, and the second, that of running 
dirty water on to the streets, contrary 
to the health by-law of the city. 

It would appear in connection with 
the dog taxes that these have been col¬ 
lected in rather a haphazard manner, 
and that a great deal of latitude as to 
time has been given to the owners to 
nay for the license. However, the city 
bv-law. state* that the tax shall be paid 
by February 21 of ea^h year, and seven 
persona some of them prominent citi¬ 
zens. were hauled up for not paying the 
tax. One man claimed that as a mem¬ 
ber of the fire brigade he had been told 
that he wa* exempted from the pay¬ 
ment of all municipal taxes. He had 
not paid the tax for his dog because of 
this. 

In the other cases the defendants 
Pleaded ignorance of the by-law and 
the custom of previous years. Two of 
them stated that they hnd paid their 
dog tnxe« when they paid their other 
municipal taxes, and another asserted 
ihnt Constable Callander last year col¬ 
lected his tax. One gentleman pleaded 
that he never knew the tax was due. 
and that if he had received any noti¬ 
fication he would have paid up. He 
protested against the manner In which 
the case had been brought up. and gave 
notice that if he were charged costs he 
would appeal the case. 

Magistrates Nicholson and Matteson 
heard the cases and fined each man 22 
and costs. 

Five citizens were then charged with 
running dirty water on to the qtreets, 
and thereby endangering the public 
health. The first man pleaded that hp 
had not known he was violating the 
by-laws, and promised he would amend 
the nuisance to-morrow. 'The second 
stated that he was only the tenant of 
the house he was occupying. There 
were no drains and no sewer. The land¬ 
lord, Captain Colllster, of Victoria, re¬ 
fused to put any In. and what was he 
to do? He could not carry the water 
down to the bay. and what was he going 
to do with It? He had followed the In¬ 
structions given him bv Constable C««- , 
lander. Two of the others pleaded rulL 
ty, one remarking that he did not see 
an *A.Srther place to put the water. The 
fifth pleaded not guilty and explained 
that he had put In a box drain ending 
in a cess pool, propei,y stoned and 
covered up. at the edge of the road. H4I 
denied that there was any dirty water 
on the street, or any kind of a smell or 
a nuisance. 

Justice Matteson. after discussing 
the cases with Mayor Nicholson, an¬ 
nounced to the accused that they had 
decided to give them a chance to do 
something with the nuisances charged 
against them. The court would adjourn 
until next Wednesday evening at 7 
o’clock, and, In the meantime, they 
could clean up the places to the satis¬ 
faction of the sanitary inspector. 


The city council will be called upbn 
to deal with several Important by-laws 
at Monday night’s meeting, among 
them the four money by-laws to be 
submitted to the people at an early 
date for the taking of the vote on 
which a date will be set. These 
include one for 130,000 for the high 
pressure water system for fire protec¬ 
tion purposes, and 120,000 for additional 
equipment for the fire brigade. The 
petitions for these two have been sign¬ 
ed, so that they are ready to be 
brought up. It was necessary to se¬ 
cure ths signatures of the owners of 
property valued at 22,126,000, but W. 
W. ticowcroft, who had the work in 
hand, secured the signatures of the 
representatives of $2,417,176 worth of 
property without leaving the business 
district in the centre of ths city. Pe¬ 
titions are not necessary for the other 
two by-laws, one of which Is to raise 
260,000 for sewer ox tension purposes 
and the other to raise 270,000 for a new 
school and site hi North Ward, and the 
site for a new school in the south¬ 
eastern portion of the city. The total 
of the four by-laws will therefore be 
2210,000. 

In connection with the sewer by-law. 
Mayor Hall has given notice to the 
following effect: 

**I hereby give notice that at the 
next meeting of the city council I shall 
recommend to the council the Introduc¬ 
tion of a by-law to enable the bor¬ 
rowing of a further sum of $50,000, 
secured upon the frontage rents or 
taxes and sewer connection rentals 
with the guarantee of the city of Vic¬ 
toria.” 

Aid. Gleason's two by-laws, one of 
the regulation 7 of payment for the care 
of patients sent to the city isolation 
hospital, and the other providing for 
the Inspection of foodstuffs offered for 
sale will be presented. Aid. Meston 
will also Introduce a by-law providing 
for the adoption of the prepetulty plan 
in connection with the plots In Ross 
Bay cemetery. 

There aro also several other matters 
to come up, among them the following 
motion of which notice has been given 
by Aid. Henderson, chairman of the 
streets, bridges and sewers committee: 

"That the city council hereby de¬ 
termines that it Is desirable to con¬ 
struct a permanent sidewalk on the 
east side of Trutch street, from Rich¬ 
ardson street to Fairfield road, also on 
the south side of King’s road, between 
First street and Quadra street, the 
work to be done by day labor, and car¬ 
ried out under the provisions of the 
local improvement general by-law.”

Utica, N. Y., March 28.—Irvin Ward- 
man, editor of the New York Press, in 
an address here last night declared 
that federal employees in every section 
of the country are devoting all their 
energies and time for the nomination 
of Secretary of War Taft for the presi¬ 
dency. 

He said In part: "We are struck with 
horror as the details are uncovered of 
the compast between Taft’s managers 
and the high financiers of Wall street, 
whereby his candidacy is underwritten 
by those very undesirable citlsens 
against whom war has been waged for 
several years, to land the residuary 
legatee in tho White House. The fed¬ 
eral machine is exerting all the power 
of the United States government to 
compel tho Republicans to make the 
nomination of Mr. Taft whether they 
vfant him or not. You will find a col¬ 
lector of a port, or an Internal revenue 
official, or some other holder of a gov¬ 
ernment office in charge of Taft’s can¬ 
vass In every state, north or south, 
east or west. You will find Taft dele¬ 
gations headed and composed of these 
federal officials. They are paid out of 
the U. S. treasury to perform a public 
service at their posts, attending to their 
public duties, but yet wifi find them 
devoting all their energies to the poli¬ 
tical field, bargaining, bartering, cajol¬ 
ing, threatening, and in the south fight¬ 
ing with fists, with clubs, for the nomi¬ 
nation of Mr. Taft. 

"In Virginia the other day every 
federal officer-holder in the seventh 
congressional district from the top to 
the bottom was in the convention that 
chose delegates for Mr. Taft. In the 
state convention of Missouri a majority 
of the delegates were holders of gov¬ 
ernment Jobs, they Instructed the dele¬ 
gates at large for Taft. When Roose¬ 
velt says that he is not doing alt this, 
what is the use of doubting him? We 
need not blame Mr. Taft. Sufficient is 
the evil of the fact, whoever inspires 
the undisputed/ fact of an attempt, ar¬ 
rogantly conceived and desperately 
prosecuted, to establish a White House 
dynasty by the decrees of the federal 
machine.” 

Mr. Ward man ended with an eulogy 
of Governor Hughes, whom he warmly 
endorsed by the presidency. j

When 
the consideration of the estimates for 
the year was up he advised the erec¬ 
tion of a new high school and he still 
adhered to the opinion that this 
should be done and the present hign 
school used as a graded school, the 
classes from the Girls' Central being 
transferred there, he would suggest. 
Since the high school was erected the 
number of teachers had Increased from 
fire to thirteen and the number of pu¬ 
pils from 202 to 268. Owing to the tak¬ 
ing up. first of matriculation work and 
later of first and then second year In 
arts work, there had been a great In¬ 
crease In the demand for accommoda¬ 
tion In the high school. These classes 
took up a large amount of the teach¬ 
ers' time and also much room. At 
present the t$n class rooms were oc- 
cupitd. two rooms had been fitted up 
out of the assembly room and the 
principal's room and also the teach¬ 
ers’ room were being used for teach¬ 
ing purposes. The school was thus 
filled far above Its capacity and there 
was absolutely no provision for the 
growth that might be expected at the 
beginning ‘of next term, when, at least 
between 50 and 60 new pupils would 
come in, while not nearly that many 
would be retiring.

“VICTORIA THE BEAUTH^JL." 

To the Editor:—To one taking an Inter¬ 
est in the future of Victoria, hoping some 
day to see our city held up as an example 
of cleanliness and beauty, it Is gratifying 
to note the many expressions of approval 
brought forth by Mr. Joseph Tasso’r, pro¬ 
posal for a comprehensive scheme of civic 
Improvement. 

’•Victoria the Beautiful" has been din¬ 
ned Into our ears persistently by those 
who In smug complacency seem to re¬ 
gard the natural charms of our surround¬ 
ings as all sufficient, overlooking the ob¬ 
vious fact- that Victorians in the pest 
carelessly—not deliberately, as would ap¬ 
pear to an observant stranger—outraged 
Nature by the slipshod way In which 
they built and maintained the oity. '"he 
phrase, whoever coined It. has acted ns a 
soporific* as deadly to progress as the 
"dope” of the opium Joint. "Beautiful 
Victoria." quotha! What have its Inhab¬ 
itants done to preserve the name? Rather 
what have they not done to make It a by¬ 
word and a mockery? 

In the beginning the city was laid out 
by rule of thumb. Every cow path and 
short cut whs carefully preserved in the 
original surveys, so that there is scarcely 
a straight street or one of uniform width, 
and. so greedy were those ok! pioneers 
for land, lanes «re almost unknown. In 
consequence of the latter fact wood, coal, 
etc., has to be dumped at one’s front 
door, every load leaving Its unsightly lit¬ 
ter of chips, slivers and dust after the 
bulk has been laboriously bestowed In 
the woodshed or cellar. To-day It would 
require the audacity of a Haussman. 
backed by an autocrat, to correct these 
errbrs of the past, unless The property 
owners become parties to a give and take 
agreement which would smooth thfe way 
to a complete re-survey of the city. Such 
a scheme would not entail so very large 
nn expenditure as might appear at first 
glance. IfJt were approached In a proper 
spirit where one owner .might lose a 
few feet of land to the apparent gain of 
his neighbor, the loss would be fully com¬ 
pensated In the enhanced value created 
by the Improvement. In the matter of 
lanes, tbe Increased comfort and conveni¬ 
ence would fully make up for the loss of 
a fraction of yard room, besides provid¬ 
ing a proper place for . telegraph, tele¬ 
phone and electric light poles, which now 
so greatly mar tho appearance of the 
st reets. 

Much more might be said about the 
mistakes of the past and the transgres¬ 
sions of tho presont—the untidr, unkempt 
grass grown streets, the rubbish-strewn 
vacant lots, the hideous, rlcketty board 
fences, tho tumble-down shacks and 
other enormities—which disfigure the face 
of Nature, but it is enough to aay that 
before W’e are justified In calling Victoria 
“The Beautiful" we must decide upon a 
sweeping measure of reform. The first 
step would be a re-arrangement of street 
lines. There are scores of eitles In Am¬ 
erica and Europe which have spttit mil¬ 
lions In straightening and widening their 
streets, forced thereto by expansion, and 
now Is the time for Victoria to act In 
that direction, for, whatever pessimists 
may say regarding her future, Victoria is 
destined to become a great city, great be¬ 
yond the dreams of the most sanguine of 
her citizens, and it is our duty to pro¬ 
vide the field upon which may be built 
"Victoria the Beautiful."

The flumes spread In all directions, and 
nearly the whole town was levelled to 
the ground, nbou^4*)0 houses and soy 
factories being destroyed. The loss 1« 
said to be enormous, the sum for which 
the buildings were Insured amounting 
to over half a million yen.

small to permit of an addition being 
made to the building, he would like 
to point out that If the present high 
school were turned Into a graded school 
there would be at least 500 pupils at¬ 
tending it. Instead of half that num¬ 
ber at present, so that lack of ground 
In that event would be still more keen¬ 
ly felt. He didn’t see why the high 
school could not get along as It was 
for a year or so. It was possible that 
sub-high school classes might be 
withdrawn in which case there would 
be lots of .room for the regular high 
school work. The location of the pro¬ 
posed university and also of the nor¬ 
mal school had not yet been decided 
upon, and the selection might have an 
important bearing on the high school 
question^ The proper policy for the 
board was to first put the lower 
schools In tho best possible condition. 
Personally, he thought that $60,000 or 
$65,000 was all that the people should 
be asked to vote this year. The total 
amount required by tbe board this year 
for running expenses was no less than 
$111,873.50, a sum very much In excess 
of the figure for last year. This board, 
he might say. could not be held respon¬ 
sible for this, but the Increase would 
certainly affect any vote taken on a 
by-law to raise money for school pur¬ 
poses. The government, It was only 
fair to say. however, would provide 
a portion of the running expenses as 
usual, but even then the figures were 
large. 

In order to bring the matter to & 
head. Trustee McNeil undertook to 
draft a resolution. While he was do¬ 
ing so Trustee Christie drew attention- 
to what he described as the disgrace¬ 
ful condition of the basement of North 
Ward school. This was largely the 
fault of the principal who had not In¬ 
sisted on the caretaker doing his duty. 
He added that some time ago he hail 
seen the caretaker about this same 
matter, but on the occasion of his last 
visit had observed no improvement. 

Trustee Mcftei! then submitted his 
resolution which was to the effect that 
the city council be asked to submit a 
by-law to raise $70,000, of which $50,000 
waa fhtended to be used for the erec ¬ 
tion of & new school in North Ward 
and $ 20,000 for a site for this school. 


The Boston Towboat Company's liner 
Shawmut brings advices from the East 
to the effect that Prince Chun and 
Prince Su will leave China at the end 
of this month for a tour of Europe and 
America, which they are undertaking 
for the purpose of studying the naval 
administrations of Western powers.

The cup 
will be competed for annually, and 
challenges will be received at all times 
by the trustees. British Columbia, Al¬ 
berta and Manitoba teams will be elig¬ 
ible to compete for the cup. and the 
constitutmn. which is yet to be prepar¬ 
ed, will provide for games to he played 
In any cities, and not always on the 
ground of the defending team.

Douglas, of the 
Rocky Mountain Parte of Canada, for 
the fiscal year ending March 31, 1907. 
has Just been Issued. The report re¬ 
flects credit on Mr. Douglaa. who has 
for so many years ably administered 
the affairs of the National park. The 
report deals with Imprmoments such 
&b bridges, roads and trails, as well as 
interesting details on the progress of 
the park's natural wonders. Including 
flora and fauna. The sulphur springs 
and baths have been visited by Increas¬ 
ing numbers of tourists. Mr. Douglas 
recommends the establishment of a fish 
hatchery, and stricter Ashing regula¬ 
tions.

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CARICATURING THfl CZAR. 


A German artist settled in At. Peters¬ 
burg has been sentenced In Ruula to fif¬ 
teen years’ penal servitude for caricatur¬ 
ing the Csar. iThe son of a Munich mer¬ 
chant. he studied with great distinction 
in Munich and Berlin.

Why, if he would not 
give credit to my right hon. leader for 
honesty of purpose, surely he would not 
say that the leader of this government 
ever committed himself, to the proposi¬ 
tion that 1,800 miles of railroad and the 
guaranty of the bonds and the hun¬ 
dreds of miles of the prairie section 
could all be built for that amou.it. The 
hon. gentleman knows very well what 
the first minister was talking about. 
He knows that my right hon. leader de¬ 
tailed the bargain that was made, 
showed how we were to build the 1.800 
miles of railroad oursehres and guar¬ 
antee the bonds on the mountain section 
and how. for seven years after its con¬ 
struction, we were to pay the Interest 
on these bonds, and how after that the 
Grand Trunk Pacific were to take the 
road over and pay us an amount an¬ 
nually equal to the interest on the 
money that was borrowed to build the 
road, so that after the seven years we 
would no longer have to find the money 
to pay interest out of the pockets of the 
people because the Grand Trunk Pa¬ 
cific would pay it. And he estimated, 
that the accumulated interest during 
the seven years might possibly amount 
to the sum of <13,000,000. That is what 
he said. 

Mr. Paterson then took ud the old. 
old Tory cry that the Liberal party 
had forsaken its trade policy plank. 
He read this plank and as it Is sound 
political economy, it might be well to 
reproduce It here: 

"That the customs tariff of the Domin¬ 
ion should be based, not as it Is now, 
upon the protective principle, but upon 
the requirements of the public service: 
that the existing tariff, founded upon 
an unsound principle, and used, as It 
has been by the government, as a cor¬ 
rupting agency wherewith to keep 
themselves in office, has developed 


people of this country more than the 
total amount that was given to the 
Canadian Pacific railway, and that is a 
benefit that is to go on for all time to 
come. 

What more? A country opened up; 
towns and cities built up; representa¬ 
tives in this House, grand men, like 
the men who worked the mines there. 
These are consuming centres for the 
manufactures of the East and are pro¬ 
ducing wealth in the country. The hon. 
gentleman ventured to call that a scan¬ 
dal. I wish we had more ef them. He 
spoke about the Yukon—ft desperate 
thing, he said.

How many millions of dol¬ 
lars? Not one cent of the public 
money, but for alternate grants of 
land—gold-bearing, possibly. If it ha* 
been, all the better for the government; 
the richer the gold the better—why? 
Because we would get a royalty on it 
when It was taken out. Hon. gentle¬ 
men • fought that measure in this 
House. They had Influence enough in 
another House to defeat It. From that 
dny to this we have hud to reach that 
portion of our territory by passing 
through the territory of another na¬ 
tion-friendly, no doubt, but with a 
customs bnrrier. and giving advantage 
to Seattle. Tacoma and San Francisco 
In tlie trade of that country which 
might have been secured for our own 
cities. That is the history of the Yu¬ 
kon. und these hon. gentlemen say it 
is a scandal. The hon. member for 
North Toronto said to-night that 
though the upper chamber threw out 
that measure, there was now a ma¬ 
jority in the upper House favorable to 
the government, and we would never

What Canada Reaps 
i From Liberal Regime 


Hon. Mr. Paterson Points Out in Clear and 
Forcible Language the True Sig¬ 
nificance of This Year’s Budget.

Ottawa, March 20.—There Is no better 
budget debater in the House than Hon. 
Mr. Paterson, the minister of customs. 
He is a seasoned veterun, the hero of 
many a pitched political battle and 
campaign, and the members of the op- . 
position know full well what a formid¬ 
able antagonist he Is. There Is nothing 
lackadaisical in his style; he does not 1 
believe In the delicate rapier play that ; 
only scratches but. true to the tra¬ 
ditions of the hardy race from which 1 
be sprang, he wields the broadsword , 
with an abandon which is the pride of I 
his colleagues and the Joy of the gal- j 
lery habitues. He has a voice which [ 
i searches every mtok an<t corner of the | 
chamber, yes and the. lobbies as well, j 
His manner Is one of entire sincerity , 
and sterling honesty. Combine, then, I 
'with these a well-developed faculty for 1 
expressing his ideas in forceful English j 
and you have a fighter who has no dlf- i 
Acuity In keeping his Tory opponents I 
in an unnatural perspiration while he 
is on his feet. 

Although Mr. Foster who. away back 
was a minister of finance in the Con¬ 
servative government and is now, in 
consequence, chief financial critic, took 
two days to reply to Hon. Mr. Field- 
• ng’s budget speech of an hour and a 
half, an hour was all that was required 
by Mr. Paterson to demolish Fort Fos¬ 
ter. which had be»*n so laboriously con¬ 
structed. He found It necessary In 
opening his remarks to voice the gen¬ 
eral dissatisfaction at the length of 
time consumed in the Foster speech. ' 
which was an unusually long drawn i 
out affair for even the longest winded j 
member of the House. He pointed out 
that the opposition critic In his first ] 
couple of hours had presented his case 1 
and that the rest of the time was posl- : 
live waste. 

The minister of customs then pro¬ 
ceeded to make some fun out of a re¬ 
port of one of Mr. Foster’s Ontario 
speeches In which the latter stated tha* 
the recent federal bye-electlons showed 
that the people were becoming tired of 
the I^urier administration. Where did 
the member for North Toronto get that 
intimation, the minister asked, in view 
o( the fact that out of thirty-nine bye- 
» (Elections the Liberals had won thirty 
gnd the Conservatives nine? Had Mr. 

' Foster forgotten that among the Lib¬ 
eral victories was a seat which had 
gone Conservative at the last general 
election? 

The minister of customs then pro¬ 
ceeded to make a few comparisons. 
During the eleven years of Conserva¬ 
tive administration the foreign trade of 
the epuntry had Increased by $50,000.- 
000, while in a corresponding period of 
Liberal rule the increase had been <350.- 
000,000. These were facts that Mr. 
Foster in a five or six hour speech could 
not shake. How was this great in¬ 
crease to be explained? Were the Lib¬ 
erals favored with more natural re¬ 
sources than the Conservatives? Not a 
bit of It. The irresistible conclusion 
wss that the Liberals had availed them¬ 
selves of their resources and their op¬ 
ponents had not. 

Dealing with the expenditure of the 
country Mr. Paterson said: "Yes, they 
have been large and I am proud of It. 
but this would not be a source of pride 
If we had to raise the taxes of the peo¬ 
ple In order to get the money to ex¬ 
pend. nor if we had to go abroad to 
borrow and 


sn. But If he wants to have his chance 
made good for that, I would ask him 
to modify his views and his expres¬ 
sions. When a man who may be called 
»'pun to administer the finances of this 
country solemnly tells the people that 
because there is an increase of revenue 
it is a proof positive there has been an 
increase in the rate of taxation, that 
man is an unsafe man to trust with 
anybody’s business. Surely he ought to 
know better than that when he under¬ 
takes to reply to the. minister of fin¬ 
ance and takes five hours and a half 
t<k answer a speech of an hour and a 
hJlf. The hon. gentleman (Mr. Fosteri 
ha» the evidence before his eyes in the 
post office department. No better illus¬ 
tration than that could be had of the 
fallacy , of the hon. gentleman’s state¬ 
ment. In 1S96, under the Conservatives, 
the tax that was imposed on the people 
for carrying their letters gave a rev¬ 
enue of <3.000.000 but to-day the post 
office revenue is <6,000,000 or double 
what It was in 1896. And according to 
the hon. gentleman (Mr. Foster) this 
increase of revenue is proof positive 
that the rate of taxation for carrying 
a letter has been increased. But the 
fact Is that the postal rate has been 
reduced from 3 cents to 2 cents In one 
case, and from 5 cents to 2 cents in an¬ 
other case, and yet we have doubled 
the amount of revenue. And so it is 
with the customs. We have lowered the 
rate of customs duty but more goods 
come in, the people are better off and 
can buy more goods, and so the customs 
revenue has increased while the rate of

There is only 
one thing the government docs in 
standing between the people and the 
purchases they make, and that is when 
they say how many cents on the dollar 
shall be paid by the importing mer¬ 
chant into the treasury be fora he can 
get his goods to sell. For that the 
government are absolutely responsible 
and for that they must be Judged, and 
if this government Imposed a higher 
rate than was imposed before, then we 
have to answer for It. But what are 
the facts’* The average tax that was 
paid under these gentlemen opposite in 
1896 was <18.28 on every <100 worth of 
dutiable and free imports for consump¬ 
tion that came into this country, but in 
1906, ten years later. It was only <15.73. 
a reduction of <2.55. which is equal to 
a reduction of 14 per cent, in the rate 
of taxation. And yet money flows into 
the treasury of the country. The hon. 
gentleman (Mr. Foster) spoke about the

Mv 
hon. friend the finance minister In tlie 
same length of time has spent <127,000.- 
000 on capital account, and has to bor¬ 
row only <5.000.000. and If It had not 
been for what has already gone towards 
th:« construction of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific he would have absolutely re¬ 
duced the debt, below what It was 
.when that work was authorized. The 
♦hon. member for North Toronto said: 
You seem to be anxious not to increase 
the public debt: that is your Idea of 
finance; my Idea is that we should 
spend none of the revenues In the con¬ 
struction of capital works, such as en¬ 
largements of canals, bonuses to rail¬ 
ways. etc., but you should borrow 
abroad. Tax the people enough to do 
it. and borrow what you want over and 
above that. Well, my hon. friend the 
finance minister, says he has a more 
excellent way than that. He says he 
will build out of the surpluses he has. 
and will get these surpluses by reduc¬ 
ing the rate of taxation instead of in¬ 
creasing It. That is the difference be¬ 
tween the two policies. The political 
economy of my hon. friend from North 
Toronto Is this: You have great rev¬ 
enues coming In; they come through 
Increased Imports; increased imports 
are a sign of the decay of the country; 
a revenue of <60.000.000 is an Indication 
of a higher rate of taxation. Then logi¬ 
cally hla remedy would be to put the 
rate up to 100 per cent., which my hon. 
friend from Leeds (Mr. Taylor) advo¬ 
cates. and shut out Imports altogether, 
and thus get no revenue. The finance 
minister says: No, we lower the rates 
as far as w« can, consistent with rais¬ 
ing the revenue and having regard to 
the established Industries of the coun¬ 
try, and by doing this promote the wel¬ 
fare of the people; If there is mope 
than enough to provide for the ordinary 
expenditures of government, we will 
spend it on capital account In develop¬ 
ing avenues of transportation, and thus 
every dollar *we spend will go directly 
back into the pockets of the consumers 
of this country. There Is the difference 
between the two systems. 

Now, I am not going to speak five 
hours and a half, although I might b« 
expected to take a longer time In an¬ 
swering a speech of that length. I sat 
for two and a half mortal hours this 
aftemoofo ready to Jot down any new 
matter that was brought up by the 
hon. member, but I found that his 
speech was but a repetition of what he 
had said before. The importation and 
exportation of scenery and the Invis¬ 
ible profits h? talked about, and I was 
lost In wonder what manner of man he 
was who could see into the Invisible. 

Then he reiterated that absurd state¬ 
ment that the prime minister had said 
that the Grand Trunk Pacific would be' 
built for <13.000,000. 

Mr. Taylor; He did say so, and his 
words are on Hansard. 

Mr. Paterson: Any man who believes 
that must be devoid of common sense. 
You take a sentence out of the con¬ 
text and then say that is what the 
speaker meant, when the whole eon* 
text shows the contrary. 


increase our debt, but 
tfsrhen, during the past ten years, we 
jtuve carried on improvements and de¬ 
velopments In all directions and in 
every province, when we have expend¬ 
ed millions and tens of millions on 
capital account, when we have enlarged 
our canals, when we have developed 
our railway system through the aid of 
bonuses, when we have deepened our 
harbors. Improved our St. Lawrence 
and cheapened transport in every di¬ 
rection and when we have done all this 
with a lowered rate of taxation and 
without borrowing a> dollar, I glory In 
the expenditure. My hon. friend says 
that the expenditures have been very 
large. He was seized with a fit of de¬ 
pression as he thought upon them. 
Maturing loans! Loans that have had 
to be renewed! Loans, I fancy that 
were contracted when our friends 
opposite were In power; some of them 
at least.

Mr. Paterson: A fit of depression 
seemed to have seised him. He seemed 
to have been afraid; did not i know 
what was to become of the country at 
all.

We do not think so. We have had 
surpluses under my hon. friend the 
minister of finance In varying amounts 
running up to many millions of dollars. 
These surpluses could have been ap¬ 
plied to the reduction of the public 
debt if It were thought wise. But It 
was deemed more prudent to take this 
money, raised under a lower rate of 
taxation, and to use it in developing 
the resources of the country and thus 
make it a means of reproducing wealth 
itself. Now, in this connection I might 
mention one of the things that the hon. 
gentleman (Mr. Foster) charged as a 
scandal against this government, and 
that is the Crow’s Nest Pass railway 
and the bonus we gave to have that 
railway constructed.

We took <3,800,000 and we gave 
it to the Canadian Pacific railway and 
said: Open up that boundary country, 
there is mineral wealth there, develop 
it. The Canadian Pacific railway took 
the money, and they opened up that 
country. But what more? We said to 
the Canadian Pacific railway: In giving 
you this bounty which Is larger than 
we give to many, you have to agree to 
reduce your freight rates, not on the 
Crow’s Nest Pass railway alone, but 
over your entire system, to the extent 
of 3 cents on every 100 pounds of wheat 
you carry out of that country, and 
more than that, you have got to give'us 
50,000 acres of coal land that you got 
which we will keep to be the property 
of the people of this country, and If 
you raise the price of coal above <2 per 
ton we will open up these mines and 
work them ourselves for the benefit of 
the people.

God only. Man, on the other hand, is 
represented as mortal (John iv., 17.; 
Gen. 111., 22) He is compared to the 
fleeting shadow (Ps. ell.; Jas. Iv., 14), 
or the flower of the grass that to-day is, 
and to-morrow is cast into the oven. 
(Ps. cili.. 15; Pet. I., 24). Immortality is 
offered to man, and he can obtain it 
by “seeking” It in God’s way only, 
(Rom. i!.. 7; Gal. vl, 8; Rev. !!., 11. 7). 
Christ has brought It to light through 
the Gospel. (11 Tim. i., 10). 

With the exception of one or two 
parables in which dramatic or figura¬ 
tive language Is used, and In one case 
where a tradition of the Pharisees (the 
rich man and Lazarus) is taken as an 
object lessen by the Master, the plain 
statements of both the old and the new 
Testaments show that man ceases to be 
at death (Ecc. ill., 19, 20; Job x., 18, 19; 
Ps. cxcvl., 3, 4; Acts 11.. 29, 34; xli., 36), 
and that a future life can only be at¬ 
tained by resurrection from the dead 
(Dan. xli., 2; Job xix., 26; John xi., 25; 
v., 28, ?9). Nothing could be more force¬ 
ful as evidence of this statement than 
the words of the Apostle Paul In 1 Cor. 
xv., 16 : "For If the dead rise not then 
is Christ not raised; and if Christ be 
not raised, your faith is vain; ye are 
yet in your sins. Then they also which 
are fallen asleep In Christ are perished,” 

The scriptures give no uncertain 
sound as to man In death or after; and 
to my mind one of the strongest evi¬ 
dences of the Divine inspiration of 
these writir^gs is. that, although this 
belief in natural immortality is so an¬ 
cient and widely accepted and so es¬ 
sential to the numerous false religions 
of the world, yet the scriptures are un¬ 
tainted with the doctrine. There is, in¬ 
deed, one place where the Indestruct¬ 
ibility of man is boldly asserted (Gen. 
ill., 4), but Moses is not responsible for 
the sentiment, nor are they the words 
of God. but the lie of the serpent— 
“thou shalt not surely die.” The vole* 
of the serpent is not silent, so long as 
the doctrine of the soul's Immortality 
is taught in our churches. 

It is not possible to do justice to the 
views set forth In the space allowed— 
which I fear has been over-stepped— 
but if uie editor allows, I shall be 
pleased to contribute further on other 
aspects of the question.

The following is an article written by 
Dr. Ernest Hall of this city, which ap¬ 
peared In the Dominion Medical Month¬ 
ly. published In Toronto.

prestige of our profession. The truly 
scientific attitude of mind is that of. 
careful investigation, even In the pres¬ 
ence of absurd statements and of ap¬ 
parently Impossible conditions. The in¬ 
dulgence in negatives so characteristic 
of many members of both the clerical 
as In the and medical professions is not neces¬ 
sarily an indication of great scientific 
attainment, unusual powers of reflec¬ 
tion or even of a higher grade of Judg¬ 
ment. It is better for us to preserve 
dls'reot silence with regard to phenom¬ 
ena outside our sphere of activities, 
than to sav. with ar. air of finality. “It 
can’» be done.” or “It Is impossible.’’ 
The results of a century of physical de¬ 
velopment have closed our mouths to 
all Legations regarding the future. The 
to appoint discoveries in the psychic world, while 
they have been more phenomena than 
the complete elucidation of the funda¬ 
mental laws, are yet almost as great as 
In the physlcaj realm. We realize and 
appreciate wireless telegraphy, we ex- 
addr^sses perience yet distrust mental telepathy. 

we exorcise indirect suggestion In our 
dally prescriptions, yet ridicule the di¬ 
rect suggestion as exhibited at St. Anne 
and Boston. The time has come when 
we can no longer afford to ignore these 
forces, nor treat superficially the pre¬ 
tensions of ihc many cults that claim 
not a few intelligent followers. What 
is Christian Science but a timely pro¬ 
test by a large element of our non- 
sclent i flea! ly educated, yet more or less 
intelligent people against the material¬ 
ism of the Church, and the absence of 
the appreciation of mental processes 
and psychic forces upon the part of our 
professions? This l.a* come as a na¬ 
tural corollary o* our race evolution 
and scientific development, u timely 
warning both to the Church and our-

To the Editor: I read the references 
to Dr. Armstrong's sermon on the 
state of man after death, In th^ Times 
of the 7th Inst., also the letters of 
Bishop Crldge and others in subsequent 
Issues, and I feel Impelled to show an¬ 
other side to this subject. 

The Bishop’s warning to abide by the 
words of scripture and to avoid mere 
conceptions or opinions, points the only 
safe course In a discussion of this na¬ 
ture. Where revelation speaks. It were 
tolly to speculate. We have but to 
turn to paganism to see what the un¬ 
enlightened imagination can do. It has 
peopled the future state with all man¬ 
ner of conflicting and absurd concep¬ 
tions. In the words of Paul (Rom. 1. 
21:25). they “became vain in their Im¬ 
aginations. and their foolish heart was 
darkened. Professing themselves to be 
wise, they became fools • • • who 
changed the truth of God Into a lie." 

Now. I regard the doctrine of the lm- 1 
mortality of the soul as responsible f*»«-, 
all the confusion that hangs around the ; 
subject under discussion, viz: the state 
of man after death. The Idea that | 
when a man dies he is not really dead, 
but has passed to another form of exist- 1 
ence. has made possible the Egyptian 
notion of transmigration of souls, and 
the demonology of the Greeks, with ! 
their attendant errors, and It is this 
same Platonic speculation that has 
riven rise to much that Is irrational 
and unscrlptural In present day theol¬ 
ogy. I may mention In this connec¬ 
tion the terrible doctrines of Infant 
damnation, eternal torments In hell for 
the wicked, the pugatory of the 
Papists, and the unreasonable, belief #>f 
reward In heaven at death—a doctrine 
that practically makes unnecessary th*» 
resurrection of the dead, and rewards 
men and women before the judgment 
has taken place. That 1# to say. a man 
may have been enduring torment In hell 
for 6,000 years, or another enjoying the 
blessing of heaven for a like time, but 
at the resurrection they must be 
brought from their respective places of 
reward and Judged, to find if {hey were 
really worthy of what they had already 
endured or enjoyed for 6,000 years! Such 
Ideas are neither reasonable nor scrlp- 
tnral. The whole subject hangs on the 
question: Does a man continue to live 
after he Is dead? Common sense would 
laugh at such, a question. The answer 
Is self-evident. But do not the scrip¬ 
tures teach that the soul of man Is Im¬ 
mortal? and that the body is but the 
house which this Indestructible being 
Inhabits for a brief space? My answer 
is, that the scriptures nowhere treat of 
the Immortality of the soul. It is not 
once hinted at, nor does the phrase 
"immortal soul.” or any form of words 
resembling It occur. Here is a chal¬ 
lenge for our clergy—let them produce 
a passage where the soul of.man is said 
to be Immortal, or show where the 
Bible deals with the subject Immor¬ 
tality occurs only once in the scriptures 
(1 Tim., vl., 16). and it U applied to

as eat ly Christianity thrived under per¬ 
secution. so cults thrive on the hatred 
manifested by orthodoxy. We cannot 
chock the development of any cult by 
open antagonism. It comes and flour¬ 
ishes because we have left some hu¬ 
man desire or demand unfulfilled, to 
show us our self-appointed limitations, 
sn.l to Indicate the direction which our 
Investigations should take if we hope 
to incorporate into our professions the 
complete circle of therapeutics. 

We cannot but be impressed with the 
suggestive element which permeates the 
w»-m*. «y*+cm. The premises may often 
absurd, the reasoning faulty.
